Six o f the ten p erso n s who were 
ex amin ed last n ight were firemen who 
were at the fire. The o ther witn esses 
were Su p erin ten den t Fran k Bro wn , 
Albert Cap p , Cly de Deeters an d Dan 
Lo n g, the latter two bein g emp lo y ed 
at the water wo rks.

testify in g were Jo e Dickman , Al. G.

Fin n ey , Hen ry Gregg an d Jesse Wo l- 
u in g. 
The 
mo st 
imp o rtan t 
testimo n y 
last n ight bearin g directly o n the 
cau se o f the fire was giv en by Wil­ 
liam Mo ffett, actin g fire chief an d the 
firemen who were first at the fire. 
Mr. Mo ffett co n tradicted himself in 
regard to the cu sto m in o btain in g fire 
p ressu re. 
The q u estio n ap p eared to be o n e 
o f great imp o rtan ce, bu t it was n o t 
dev elo p ed by q u estio n in g each fire­ 
man . 
Mr. Mo ffett said at o n e time 
the sign al 
fo r fire 
p ressu re was 
“three blo ws” an d an o ther time that 
the simp le fact that there was a fire 
go n g at the water wo rks in dicated 
that there 
sho u ld be fire 
p ressu re 
when the go n g ran g. 
The testimo n y as to whether the 
fire co u ld hav e been ex tin gu ished if 
the fire p ressu re had been o n was 
co n tradicto ry .

Su p erin ten den t Fran k Bro wn tes­ 
tified he wen t to the p lan t the mo rn ­ 
in g o f the fire after the seco n d alarm 
an d sat there waitin g fo r a call. He

steam gu age.

On High Autho rity It Is Declared the 
President Is Tho ro ughly Angry at 
What He Believ es to Be a Co ncerted 
Effo rt Being Made in This Co untry 
to 
Precipitate

United States and Mex ico . 


W ashington, Au g. 12.—By high au ­ 
thority the statem ent has been au thor­ 
ized th a t President W ilson believ es 
an organized cam paign of m isrepresen­ 
tation is being waged to plu nge this 
cou ntry into a w ar w ith Mex ico. 
The 
president, howev er, does not attach 
great im portance to these alleged ef­ 
forts to thw art his plans for a peace­ 
fu l settlem ent of the controv ersy now 
w earing the heart ou t of the sou thern 
repu blic. Aside from this dev elopm ent 
and the dispatching of another cru iser 
to Mex ican w aters, the W ashington 
gov ernm ent is'm a rk ing tim e on the 
Mex ican situ ation. 
Special 
R epresentativ e 
Lind 
has 
m ade 110 report as to w hat had 
0 0 
cu rred since his arriv al a t Mex ico City , 
and it was learned th at the president 
ex pects no detailed statem ent fsom 
him im m ediately . 
The N ashv ille is 
the latest cru iser ordered to Mex ican 
w aters. 
She is to assist in the work 
of rem ov ing A m erican refu gees. 
Lik e 
the cru iser Tacoma, which was order­ 
ed to Mex ico Su nday , the N ashv ille is 
to be u sed at ports where harbor fa 
cilities are not su fficient to perm it of 
the entrance of the battleships now in 
M ex ican w aters. 
Em phatic statem ents w ere m ade in 
official circles of the president’s deter­ 
m ination to w ait u pon any definite 
cou rse of action for this gov ernm ent. 
The president intends, howev er, that 
ev entu ally su ggestions shall be made 
by the United S tates to Prov isional 
P resident H u erta look ing tow ard the 
establishm ent of peace in Mex ico. 
These com m u nications will be trans­ 
m itted throu gh the Am erican charge, 
Nelson O’Shau ghnessy . 
The tim e for 
com m u nicating 
them 
and 
probably 
their specific character will be d eter­ 
m ined by dev elopm ents in Mex ioo. The 
president let it be k nown th at he has 
no definite ideas as to the tim e that 
will be requ ired for Mr. Lind to com 
plete his inv estigation. 
P resident W ilson has not giv en con­ 
sideration to a su ggestion th at the 
U nited S tates recognize Hie followers 
of C arranza as belligerents. 
He is, 
howev er, of the opinion th at if a de­ 
cision on this su ggestion were to be 
reached m erely on a com parison oi 
the strength of the C arranza mov e 
merit with th at of the gov ernm ent at 
Mex ioo City , the United S tates wou ld 
easily find ju sification for recognizing 
the C onstitu tionalists. 
The president is m anifestly pleased 
a t the tu rn dev elopm ents hav e tak en 
in the last few day s, and m ak es no se 
cret of his optim ism at the general ou t 
look . 
A pparently he considers that 
dangerou s potentialities hav e been re­ 
mov ed by his su ccess in placating the 
m em bers of the senate com m ittee on 
foreign affairs and thu s m ak ing su re 
th a t for a tim e at least no ill-consid­ 
ered speeches on Mex ico will be deliv ­ 
ered in the senate. 
The failu re of the 
predicted ou tbreak s in V era Cru z and 
Mex ico City against Special Env oy 
Lind to m aterialize and the assu rances 
from the Mex ican au thorities th at they 
will giv e Mr. Lind fu ll protection as 
an Am erican citizen conv inced the 
president th at the way is now open for 
a fair trial of the poliey he has ev olv ed 
for dealing with the Mex ican problem. 
The declaration of the president's 
belief th at an organized effort is being 
mad© to plu nge this nation Into war 
arou sed intense interest here. 
The 
president’s belief coincides partly with 
th a t ex pressed by Senator W illiam s of 
M ississippi on the floor of the senate, 
w here he charged directly th a t there 
was being m aintained in W ashington 
a form idable lobby for the pu rpose of 
bringing on w ar with Mex ico. 
The 
president is not alarm ed, bu t he is 
angry a t the cam paign of “colossal ly ­ 
ing” which h© believ es is being car­ 
ried on to procu re interv ention in Mex ­ 
ico .

W hen he ap­ 
peared 
for ex am ination 
before the 
G arrett com m ittee he was m ore su b­ 
m issiv e than when he had Senator 
Reed of M issou ri sitting close to his 
elbow and propou nding all the qu es­ 
tions th at Colonel M u lhall m ight an­ 
sw er in his own way and in his own 
sw eet time.

CAUCUS IS STRONG 
FOR CURRENCY BILL 


Measure P.o'rably Will 60 to 


House Neil Week. 


W ash ington. Aug. 12.—At a caucus 
of th e D em ocrats called to giv e th e 
m easure party indorsem ent, th e adm in­ 
istration banking and currency bill 
was acclaim ed. Th e dev elopm ents indi­ 
cated th at th e bill will be ordered re­ 
ported by a m ajority so ov erw h elm ing 
as to discourage opposition to it in th e 
h ouse by insurgents wh o h av e rallied 
around th e banner h eld aloft by Rep­ 
resentativ e H enry of Tex as, ch airm an 
of th e com m ittee on rules. 
As a result of an agreem ent made 
in caucus th e bill probably will not be 
ready for presentation to th e h ouse 
until nex t week. 
Adopting a concilia­ 
tory attitude tow ard th e insurgents, 
wh o are ex pected to fall into line as 
soon as th e caucus registers its ap­ 
prov al of th e banking bill, it was 
agreed th at eigh t h ours sh ould be al­ 
lowed for general debate. It is th e ex ­ 
pectation th at th is debate will come 
to an end W ednesday . 
Th e bill will 
th en be taken up for am endm ent un­ 
der w h at is known as th e fiv e-minute 
rule.

Interesting ex perim ents h av e recent­ 
ly been made concerning th e influence 
of red ligh t on milk, say s th e Scientific 
American. 
T h at ligh t as such is det­ 
rim ental to th e conserv ation of milk 
h as long been known, but wh ich of th e 
ray s really did th e m isch ief h as only 
now been determ ined, wh en it was 
found th at th e red ray s are beneficial, 
wh ile th ose tow ard th e v iolet side ot 
th e spectrum caused th e m ilk to “turn.” 
Pure, fresh milk placed in an unoolored 
glass bottle in th e full sunligh t and 
sterilized and pasteurized milk placed 
also- in uncolored bottles in th e sam e 
place were found a t th e end of th e day 
to be com pletely spoiled and unfit for 
consum ption. 
Absolutely no difference could be de­ 
tected l>etween th e ordinary “fresh ” 
milk and th at wh ich h ad been steril­ 
ized. 
Both w ere eq ually bad. 
But If 
ev en unsterilized milk is placed in a 
red bottle or in a bottle w rapped in red 
paper in th e full sunligh t it keeps per­ 
fectly good for ten h ours. 
In Holland 
m uch care is being ex pended on deliv ­ 
ering pure, milk to tbe public. 
Th e 
“fresh milk" is brough t around by th e 
milkmen In large, cov ered brass v essels 
placed on small h andcarts. 
On th ese 
sam e h andcarts are open h olders to 
contain th e bottles of pasteurized or 
sterilized 
milk, 
w h ich 
costs 
rath er 
more, b ut to w h ich m any people giv e 
th e preference, as it is considered more 
h y gienic. 
Now, h owev er, th a t ex peri­ 
m ents h av e prov ed h ow easily ev en 
th is pure, sterilized product “turns" by 
th e influence of th e ligh t, it m ay soon 
be ex pecte-d th a t ev ery dairy will adopt 
red bottles. 
Until a sufficient q uantity 
of such sh all h av e been m anufactured 
th e bottle4 will be w rapped in red pa­ 
per.

He affirmed v ery v ehement­ 
ly that he intended to talk when he 
p leased. 
The 
resolution 
p rov ided 
tliat he should not be allowed to ask 
any questions, but act as p residing 
officer. 
It was ev ident that the may or in­ 
tended to do his talking before the 
p assing of the resolutions. 
It also 
was ap p arent that Dr. Parsons had 
made his p oint of order, that the res­ 
olutions should he considered and 
that no comments irrev alent to the 
question before the house should be 
allowed. 
Nev ertheless May or Black talked. 
The resolution g ag had not been ap ­ 
p lied by a m ajority v ote, as May or 
Black knew it would be.
